Administration Is To Push Five 
Year Program Which. Has 
Been Adopted 


(By Universal Service) 
By JOHN T. LAMBERT 

PAUL SMITH’S N. Y., July 24. 
—Under the progressive policy of 
President Coolidge, plans are now 
being developed to give the 
United States the greatest air 
force for defense in all the world, 

Secretary of the Navy . Wilbur 
came here to talk departmenta: 
matters at length and two hours 
with the president this morning 
convinced him that the president 
is more deeply concerned in air 
development than in any other 
project. 

The administration will -go 
through “to the hilt” with the 
five-year air expansion conceived 
by the president and authorized 
by the president, it was announc- 
ed. 

The navy will then have in ex- 
cess of 2,000 modern planes. The 
army will have about 1,800 up- 
to-date machines. The president 
will grant Secretary Hoover un- 
limited authority to encourage 
commercial aviation in order that 
the nation may havea suplement- 
ay arm of air defense which it 
could commandeer in time of 
emergency. And Postmaster-Genet- 
al New will find the president 
disposed to grant substantial ap- 
Propriations for .development of 
the air mai}, which, too,: would 
be equally usefil if war, clouds 
gatheréd., “4. tel ee es. es, 

Secretary Wilbur also revealed 
that the president has determined 
to approve the construction of a 
giant new dirigible, of six million 
cubic feet’ displacement. It will 
be the greatest ship of the air 
ever constructed, three time larger 
that the ill-fated Slénafidoah. It 
will use non-combustible helium, 
will have a cruising radius of 
5,500 miles and will cost nearly 
$6,000,000. 

This giaht ship will be a sym- 
bol of the president’s resolution 
to make the country supreme in 
the air. It is also intended to act 
as incentive for private American 
business to undertake a conquest 
of the air for transportation upon 
a scale of surpassing’ magnitude. 

“The only concern of the ad- 
ministration now,” said Secretary 
Wilbur, “Is whether we shall 
make an extraordinary expendi- 
ture during the first year, or 
shal! spread the appropriations 
over the five-year period in mod- 
erate amounts. My department is 
now under instructions to com- 
plete its urvey as soon as poss- 
ible.”
